Simpleton Wins Rainbow Selling 

Stakes at Empire City.

Snapdragon II. Finds Going to His 
Liking in the Mile and a 
Quarter Race. 



NEW YORK, N. Y„ Ootobpr 14.— Tlie Rainbow 
KoUlnB Stakes, for two-year-olds, wortli $1,340 net 
to the winner, s*!rved u» tlie feature of the itrogram 
at the Yonkers track today, in which only well 
known mud runners i>artici|>ated. lYack conditions 
reduced tlie field to tliree, ainuiiK wliich favorti.sm 
was equally divided between Simpleton and Sister 
Helene. The race proved no contest for Simpleton, 
tlie laike MeLuke colt going to tlie front at the 
start and drawing away at the fiiiisli. Sister 
Helene did Iier best and made a challenge in tlie 
Ktretcli. Eastern (!low *was a distant follower all 
tlie way. 

,\s a secondary attraction the Huston Selling Han- 
dicap, at one and a quarter miles, excited consider- 
able Interest, Rally lieing the only absentee. Snap- 
dragon II., witli ills well-known capability in tlie 
going, was installed favorite, and Justified expecta- 
tions by winning easily after following the otliers 
until tlie stretcli was readied, when Kumnier made 
his move. The horse responded gamely and overhauled 
tlie leaders in tlie final eiglith. Woodtrap was 
.sliiiffled back on tlie stretcli turn, but came again 
and outstayed Albert A., wliicli proved lietter tlian 
Eaiiumiiii, wliicli tired badly after making tlie early 
pace. 

After Slienaudnali ran away a half mile at a 
slow pace in tiie first race, delaying the start 
twelve minutes, the field was sent awa.v to a goo<l 
start. Foreclosiin* sikiu raced into the lead and 
iiiainfained tlie position to the end. Editli K.. 
the favorite. Is‘gan slowly, but finished gamely and 
outstayeil Shenandoah for s«'coiid place. 

The second race developed a rare mudlark in 
Ileroisnie. wliicli raceil into a long lend early and 
won in hollow fashion from Susan M. and Sir 
(iraftun, wliicli followed close up tliruugiiout, fin- 
ishing in the order named. 

-\fter Hack Ha.v was forced wide on tlie stretch 
turn in the tlilrd race Manoevre, heavily backed, 
came throngli on the inside and won by a comfort- 
able margin. 

Koh-i-Noor was a disappointing odds-on clioice 
in the final race of the afternoon, tlie .Arlington 
racer failing in the last eightli after leading hy 
a wide margin in the early running. Zinnia was 
the winner after a splendid performance, she over- 
coming early interferece and closing fust and 
gamely at the enil. 

W. .1. Riedel claimed Hello Roberts out of tlie 
sixth race Monday for $l,S7.o, and .1. W. Williams 
retained Jack Mount, winner of tlie race, for 
$i;,-“10. 

LAUREL SPORT TAME AND FEATURELESS 

Fields Reduced Because of Bad Track Conditions — 
Attendance Smallest of Meeting, 

LAl'RKL. Md., October 14. — Heavy track con- 
ditions again prevailed at Ijiiurel and witlidrawals 
were numerous. A majority of tlie races furnished 
tame contests, the winners of the first four races 
beating their opponents in a canter and passed tlie 
Judges under strong restraint. 

Only three- of the five starters in tlie steeple- 
chase finished tiie course, Smithfield losing his 
rider at the fourth fence, while Northwcasl re- 
fused at the fifteenth. 

The attendance was confined to the regulars, 
the crowd being the smallest of the meeting. 

In the one mile and a sixteenth handicap only 
three faced the starter, with Carpet Sweeper and 
I.sird Hrighton aliout e<iual choices. Ijord Hrighton 
won easily, leading by a wide gap throughout. Jack 
Stuart finishing second, with t'aniet Sweeper trail- 
ing fur in the rear. 

Wliitney’s fill.v Cobwebs won the oirener 
in a canter, while Master Hill found no serious 
opposition in the third after Duke John tired 
from early pacemaking.

For the first time in fifteen years there will be 
a grand exhibit of Arabian horses at the National 
Horse Show, w'liich oiiens at Madison Square Gar- 
den on November 17 for the benefit of the Sal- 
vation Army.

BREEDING TELLS WHEN PUT TO TEST 

Mad Hatter Proves This in Latonia Championship 
Stakes — Sir Barton’s Greatness Emphasized. 



(BY E.KILE.) 

Tiie first riitiiiing of tlie l^itonia Clianipionsliip 
Stakes may be best described in two words — no 
race. The coii.sniniiinte ease in whlcli Mad Hat- 
ter’s will was gained speaks little for the high-class 
and quality of those racing against him. Along 
about the liulf-mile ground in the second time 
around .Mad. Hatter, wliich liad been racing along, lii.s 
head in his cliest, on tlie outside, clear of the flying 
mud, suddenly siiot past his opponents, passing them 
IS though tliey were liacks, coming on to win ab- 
solutely us Ills rider pleased from tlie struggling 
Sway and the incapable Stoi'kwell. What sort of a 
horse then must lie Sir Barton, wliich, giving no 
less than twenty-seven pounds, came from behind 
to smother tlie Ghampiunsiiip winner one week pre- 
viously in the running of the Maryland Handicap. 
Even so. Thunderclap finislied astern of Mad Ilat- 
ter ami Thiuiderclap last Saturday beat iKitli 
Exterminator and Cudgel, in receipt of much iMiund- 
age of course, for the Annapolis Handicap. 

All of tills proves two things — first, that you 
cannot eat yonr cake and liave it; in other words, 
breeders annually sell the Ix-st, or those they think 
the best, of tlieir yearlings at Saratoga or otlier 
IKiints east, retaining only those they do not con- 
,ider likely to attract tlie attention of tlie con- 
.noisseurs of the east. Second, breeding assuredly 
,lo<*8 tell wlieii tlie weiglits are up in races run 
over a long distance of ground. For some time 
past I liave made a determined stand in favor of 
the blending of tlie strains of Heroil. Mateliem and 
Eclipse as being the surest plan by wliicli race 
horses may lie lired. Hy race horses 1 do not 
intend to imply smart two-year-olds, sprinters and 
purse horses, stop gups and fillers thes«» slioiild 
be termed. .\t all events in tills A. 1). 1919 the 
blending of tlie lilood plan of mating has all tlie 
best of it. Did I say tliat the blending does not 
work out to any great advantage in the produetion 
of tw'o-.vear-old racers? Wlieii, however, a real 
cliainpion comes to Imnd, sncli as Man o’ War. 
perhaps tlie best two-year-old I ever saw run, it 
would appear tliat tlie blend is equally successful. 
Fair I’hiy, sire of .Man o’ War, is of Mutcliem 
descent througli Hastings and Australian, liis dam, 
.Mahnbnii. b.v tlie Eclitise horse Rock Sand, ami 
liberal iiifnsions of Herod are brouglit into the 
pedigree b.v way of Hermit’s dam twice tlie Thor- 
:nanb.v of Rouge Rose and Macaroni, once through 
the dam of Galliard and again tlirough Mizpah, 
laughter of Macaroni’s son Mnegregor. Sir Barton 
is lired Eclipse to Herod. Hi-i sire. Star Shoot, is 
if Eclipse desciMit, and liis dam, laidy Sterling, 
by Hanover, the liest brood mare sire there ever 
was. Hanover traces back to Herod via Glencoe, 
Selim and Woodiiecker. 

Exterminator, winner of tills year’s Saratoga Cup, 
in wiiicli lie completely polished off I’urchase, is 
nnotlier bred Eclipse to Herod. Jim Gore, sire of 
Exterminator’s dam. Fair Empress, is also a Glencoe 
line horse, and to niiike tilings quite complete along 
comes tills Mad Hatter, wliich is lired a la Man o’ 
War, hy Fair Play, out of tlie Rock Sand mare, 
.Madcap. Tliis is no tlieory, only stubborn fact; 
uiiiie thing yesterday, today and tomorrow, and turf 
histor.v our guide. 

On account of Mad Hatter’s win of tlie Latonia 
Clmmpionsliip Stakes, liis sire. Fair Pla.v, now be- 
comes the leading winning sire of tlie .veiir. liis off- 
spring, in first moneys alone, liaving earned upward 
of $1(K),(KK(. Also Rock Sand, sire of Madcap, stands 
in nil unassailable ixisition us leading winning 
brood mare sire. During tlie present year fifteen 
of tlie diiugliters of Rock Sand liave produced tlie 
winners of fifty-four races, wortli nearly $170, (HXt. 
Tills siieaks volumes for the excellence of the 
duuglitcrs of Rock Sand as liroiHl mares and tlie 
breeder of bloodstock who is so fortunate as to |mis- 
sess any one of them may count himself lucky, 
indeed.

close radical and important advancements over 
anytliing ever attempted tliere liefore in a racing 
way. For one tiling guaranteed value stakes are 
done away witli, and the tlilrteen now proffered for 
entries are liberally endowed witli added mone.v. 
For another, two of tlie stake races have $10,000 
iddial, tlie.v lieing tlie Cuban D»‘rby, for tliree - 
year-olds of 1920 and tlie Grand National Hnndicup. 
for tliree-year-olds and over, lioth races being at 
i mile and an eightli. Tliese will give a needed 
lignity to tlie meeting and probably be the most 
valuable races of 1920 prior to the running of tlie 
Kentucky Derb.v. The other races offered are 
wortli any owner’s winning, season of decision con- 
sidered.

MORE MUDDY TRACK RACING 



Latonia Going and Weather Bad, 
but Attendance Is Large.

Be Frank an Easy Winner of the 
Main Race — Rider T. Mur- 
ray Suspended. 



LATONI.\, Ky., October 14. — Several Incidents 
develoiied in connection with today’s racing that 
enlivened wliat otlierwise -wonld have been construed 
an nueveiitfiil afternoon of ordiuiiry racing. The 
first incident came witli tlie niiuiiiig of the mile 
and an eightli diisli, whicli featured and in which 
only four started, including tlie laitcnla Cup eligibles 
He Frank and Kingfislier. Hotli were intended to 
be worked out an additional quarter after tlie finish 
us extra preparation for their start in the big 
race. Be Frank had no difficulty in accomplishing 
Ids tusk, but Kingfislier failed because of crashing 
into tlie fence, resulting in his falling. Jocke.v 
Pool, who liiid tlie mount, received an injury to hi’s 
knee as a result of the fall that caused him to 
ciMK-el lii.s remaining engagements for tlie after- 
noon. Tile misliaii was mostly due to KlngHslier and 
Po(d laitli being almost blinded b.v the innd, having 
liiid the full force of tlie splasliing caused by the 
Olliers for nearly liiilf of the race. 

He Frank was making ids first start over tlie 
track since his memorable victory in the l.<atoida 
Derb.v, and lie ran this afternooii as if far out- 
classing tiie others, for he won witli con.summate 
ease. Raider being his most formidable opponent 
ill tlie stretcli. He Frank worked the mile and 
three-eigliths in 2:25%. 

The running of the fifth race brought about 
the closest finish of the afternoon and also 
a claim of foul on the part of Robinson, 

rider of Ray Atkin, who complained that 
in addition to being subjected to interference b.v 
Mngivan. Jliirray, tlie rider of that Iiorse, liad taken 
hold of Ray .\tkin’s hriille and retarded 1dm. Miig- 
iviin won in the last stride. Tlie stewards inter- 
rogated iHith riders and deliberated for a long time, 
but finall.v allowed tlie result to remain according 
to tlie fiiii.sli.
